WASHINGTON.—(/!>)—Elmer F. An- 


drews, wage-hour administrator, ap- 
pealed to industry Tuesday to be pa- 
tient if requests for interpretations of 
the wage-hour law are not answered 
promptly. 


"With a congressional appropriation 


insufficient for minimum administra- 
tive nods," he said in a statement, 
"with a staff far from complete, and 
with many pressing problems of or- 
ganization yet to be worked out, the 
wage and hour division finds it phy- 
sicaly impossible at this time to an- 
swer the hundreds of letters request- 
ing interpretations of the law. 


"More immediate pressing is the 


duty of the administrator to promul- 
gate rules and regulations of various 
sorts, to devise procedures for numer- 
ous fact determinations, 
definitions 


and classifications—all of which mat- 
ters will be worked out and published 
at theearlicst moments consistent with 
care and lolibcralion in draftsman- 
ship." 


The law becomes effective October 


24. 


Andrews said that although his ad- 


ninistrative duties would necessitate 
interpretations of he law, such inter- 
pretations would be subject to court 
review.

• treatment for cancer. 


- One of the most significant phases 
o£ he new food and drugs legislation, 


- signed by the President on June 25, 
-•.concerns the 
distribution 
of new 


drugs. This law forbids the introduc- 
toh, or the delvery for introduction 
into, interstate or foreign commerce, 
of any'new drug, unless an applica- 
tion has been submitted to the Secre- 


"~ ..tary of Agriculture. 


According to the law, the term 


"drug" means all articles intended- for 


- use in the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, 


or prevention of disease. And the 
term "new .drug" is defined by the law 
-to include any drug which is not gen- 
erally recognized among experts to be 
safe for use under the conditions rec- 
ommended or suggested on the label. 
This, of course, does not concern pre- 
parations that are listed in the Phar- 
^macopoeia or in the National Fbrmiil- 


^jfary, or in the s'uppfements which they 
. ,-> issue. .. •. 


- The new law also includes, for the 
"first time, the innumerable, cosmetics 


w which have become so important in 


cur present- existence. 


Cosmetics are defined as articles 


other than soap which are intended 
to be rubber, poured, sprinkled or 


. sprayed on, introduced into, or other- 


wise applied to the human body or any 


.,.,_part thereof, for cleansing, beautify- 
• ing, promoting attractiveness, or al- 


.tering the appearance. 


Soaps that are supposed to have 


medical uses are included in that por- 
tion of the law which relates to drugs.

Under the new law, the Secretary 


of Agriculture is also authorized to 


• establish standards for all kinds of

as having value for special diets,

Glenn Scobey Warner isn't called the 


Old Fox for nothing, Warner's right

suited for only a certain type of ma- 
terial, it is not used as much as the

WASHINGTON.—(#)—An anti-Fas- 


cist Italian testified to the house com- 
mittee 
on 
Un-American 
activitie: 


Tuesday that Italy's ambassador and 
several of her consular officials were 
linked to Fascist undercover work in 
tho United States. The witness was 
Girolamo Valenli of New York, chair- 
man of the Italian Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee. 


"In the United Slates," he said 


"there is a branch of the dreaded Ital- 
ian government secret police, -known 
as the OVRA. 


"This is a spy organization which 


calls at the homes of American citi- 
zens of Italian descent and attempts to 
frighten them whenever hey have par- 
ticipated in activities which do not 
conform to Fascist government policy. 


"This organization is directly linked 


to the Italian consular service in the 
United States and is obviously under 
instructions of the Italian ambassador 
in Washington." 


Declaring he could name "victims of 


this vicious practice," the witness add- 
ed in heavily accented English that he 
would do so if the committee would 
keep their iclenties secret. 


"They fear reprisals against their rel- 


atives still living in Italy," he said. 


Valenti said there were four known 


OVRA agents in this country. He 
named them as Capt. Carlo Vinli, Pie- 
tro Pupino Carbonelli and Count Fach- 
ctti Guiglia of New York, and Ubaldo 
Guidi of Boston. 


Among consular officials "who have 


repeatedly taken part in Fascist af- 
fairs." he said, are onsul General Vec- 
chiotti of New York; Consul General 
Segre of Boston; Consul General Per- 
vaii of Philadelphia; Consul P. de Cicco 
of New Haven, Ct., and Consul Jan- 
nelli of Johnstown, Pa. 


"While enjoying diplomatic immun- 


itj," the witness told the committee, 
"these Italian consular officials are ex- 
erting influence over American citi- 
ycns of Italian descent with the view 
cf gaing more power and prestige for 
their native government." 


He tesiified that consular officials 


"spy on American citizens and threaten 
those who will not subscribe to Mus- 
solini's dictates and philosophy of gov-

on Hitler's Path to Power

Adolf Hitler today stands on a height 


of power achieved by few—if any— 
other men before him. His slightest 
action brings international repercus- 
sions. His merest utternace is studied 
down to the last syllable by apprehen- 
sive statesmen. The heads of power- 
ful nations fly to meet him at his sug- 
gestion. 


Though the immediate danger of war 


seems to be past, a word from Adolf 
Hitler could plunge the world into the 
most frightful strife in its history. 


How did the one-time house-painter 


maneuver himself into this position? 


Leader of a malcontent group since 


1920; 
co-leader of the abortive and 


comical but prophetic 1923 "beer hall" 
putsch in Munich; advocate of a pro- 
gram which promised all things to all 
men such as abolition of capitalism to 
the workers and retention of capitalism 
to the capitalists; hypnotic orator; 
stooge for some of Germany's most 
powerful bankers and industrialists— 
Adolf Hitler was finally called by 
President Von Hindenburg to take 
power on January 30. 1933. Within 60 
days, he transformed his legal Chan- 
cellorship into a dictatorship. 


The day after he became Chancellor. 


Hitler dissolved the Reichstag and set 
March 5 as the date for a new elec-

tion. At the strategic moment—Feb- 
ruary 27—the Reichstag building sud- 
denly burned down. Although a half- 
witted Dutch Communist was later be- 
headed for this crime, there is a wide- 
ly-held suspicion that Nazis set the 
blaze going. In any event, it provided 
Hitler with the excuse he needed. The 
following clay he obtained from v.on 
Hindenburg a decree abolishing free- 
dom of speech, press and assembly, 
privacy of mail and telegraph. Death 
became the penalty for various politi- 
cal offenses. The day after, the re- 
publican flag was abolished by decree. 


Next, Hitler's storm troopers arrest- 


ed his political opponents by the thou- 
sands and either executed them or 
put 
them in concentration 
camps. 


Those who could, escaped. 


With the opposition leaderlcss, the 


Nazi party swept the elections and 
brought in a rubber-stamp Reichstag. 
Eighteen days later this Reichstag 
gave Hitler dictatorial power and vot- 
ed itself and the democratic form of 
government out of existence. Perse- 
cution of thc Jews had been organized 
en a national basis in the meantime. 
Later thc Socialist and Communist 
parties were banned. 


Among thc first moves of Hitler in 


thc international field was withdrawal 
of Germany Crom the League of Na- 
tions and the 1933 disarmament con- 
ference, both on October 14. Four days 
later Hitler demanded the right to arm 
the Third Reich and to build forts like 
France's. 


On June H, 1934. Hitler laid the 


foundations for the "Rome-Berlin axis" 
by conferring with Benito Mussolini 
in Rome. That same day. he announc- 
ed a moratorium on German payments 
of war debts. Two weeks later, on 
the 30th, armed squads of 
faithful 


Nazi slew scores of other Nazi who 
were planning to revolt against Hitler. 
Also shot were a couple of generals 
in the German Army which had been 
resisting Hitler secretly. 


Cn August 2, Paul Von Hindenburg 


died and the last obstacle for Hitler 
was thus removed. He made himself 
President, as well as Chancellor. 


Hitler's first international victory 


came on January 13, 1935, when the 
Saar region, long separated from Ger- 
many by the Versailles Treaty, voted 
heavily to return to the Reich under a 
plebiscite authorized by the Treaty. 
Having used the Treaty to his advant- 
age. Hitler then denounced it on March 
16 and told thc world that Germany 
wiis 
introducing universal military 


conscription. France and England did 
nothing. 


Almost a year later, on March 7, 1936, 


Hitler violated the Locarno Treaty by 
inarching his new army into the de- 


WASHINGTON-nehind all maneuv- 


ers of the U. S. government in rela- 
tion to war-clouded Europe has been 
the strong belief, firmly held by thc 
man in the While House as well as 
other officials, that Hitler is aiming 
toward a German war of revenge 
against France.
